(i) Product shall be free from adulterants like spent tea 
leaves, grit, sand, leaves of other plants, 

(ii) Product shall be free from rancid and should have its 
characteristic flavour. 

(iii) The content of iron shall not exceed 200 ppm and the 
size of iron particles shall not exceed 2mm, 

(iv) Lead content shall not exceed 5 ppm. 

(v) The product shall be free from any added colouring or 
added flavour material. 

(vi) Product shall be free from mould growth. 

(vii) The pesticides residues (if any) shall not exceed the 
limits as specified in the Prevention of Food Adult eration 
Act, 1954 and Rules made thereunder.

(v) The pesticides residues (if any), in the product shall 
not exceed the limits as prescribed in Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Act, 1954 and Rules made thereunder.

Act, 1954 does not cover the tolerance limits for all the impor¬ 
tant pesticides residues com n inly found ine lible oil, CCFC 
would provide a list of pesticides residues nlongwith their 
tolerance limits for ECOMARR, 

Note 2 : The Central Drug Research Instt. Sc Industrial 
Toxicological Research Institute would furnish a list of car- 
cionogenic substances to Bureau of Indian Standards (BIS) 
and would keep BIS informed about the changes therein. 

3. BIS may formulats/lncorporate optional standards for 
environment friendly characteristics.
